Comp time 
vice pay for 
overtime? 

GOP women propose 
choice of time off 
in ‘family values' idea

WASHINGTON — When Congress 
passed the Fair Labor Standards Act in 
1938, fewer than one in five mothers- 
worked for pay outside the home, and a 
.nation reeling from the Great Depression 
was more concerned that employers 
would seek to avoid paying workers over- 
time than that workers would be begging 
for more time off. 

Times have changed, and a group of 
Republican lawmakers is having the law- 
should change too. Proclaiming them- 
selves champions of working women and 
their families. Republican women last- 
week unveiled the “Working Families 
Flexibility Act," which would give em- 
ployers the option of offering their work- 
ers paid compensatory, or "comp,” time 
for their overtime work in lieu of over- 
time pay. 

Led by Rep. Sue Myrick, R-NIC., fe- 
male Republican lawmakers touted their 
bill as one in a series of GOP pro-family, 
pro-women initiatives. And they chal- 
lenged the Clinton administration and 
congressional Democrats, who in the past 
have opposed changes in comp-time poli- 
cy, to “put family-friendly legislation in • 

• writing rather than rhetoric." - 

To congressional Democrats and the 
Clinton administration, who consider 
— themstjves thc-true champions of-work* — 
ing worrten and their families, those arc 
fighting Words. With their news confer- 
ence Thursday, Republican freshmen 
sought to steal Democrats’ “family- 
friendly" message. But Democrats were 
busily preparing their own salvos in the 
battle for the hearts, minds and votes of 
the American family. 

Thu dueling initiatives are no coinci- 
dence. They represent the latest round in 
each party’s ongoing efforts to win the 
loyalty of female voters and tho right to 
wear the coveted “family values" mnptcl 
in economically anxious times. Recent 
polls have shawm Clinton well ahead of 
Republican challenger Bob Dole when ; 
voters are asked which presidential can- 
didate “understands the problems of the 
average American family." And among 
working women, Clinton enjoys a com- 
manding lead. 

Democrats dismiss the “Working Fami- 
lies Flexibility Act” as little mure than 
the latest Republican effort to cast the 
GOP as family-friendly. 

"This is aTIg leaf for the people whu 
voted against the Family and Medical 
Leave Act," said Rep. Patricia Schroedcr, 
D-Colo, referring to the 1993 law that al- 
lows workers to take up to 12 weeks of . 

.. . unpaid leavc-to carafor newborns or sick - 
family members. “They had no idea how- 
popular it was going to become with the 
public," she said. 

Schroedcr and Clinton administration 
officials fault the “Working Families 
Flexibility Act” for giving employers too 
much control in the time vs. pay decision. 

The bill's backers contend it has strict 
provisions that would protect employees 
from coercion. Tho arrangement to use 
comp time must be an express mutual 
agreement between a worker and his ot- 
her employer, they say, and the worker . 
must voluntarily agree to accept comp 
time instead of overtime pay, 
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The Associated Press 

NAMPA — Delegates to the Idaho Re- 
publican Pony’s state convention wound 
up a three-day love fest on Saturday by 
adopting a carefully worded, moderate 
platform without debate or dissent. 

“We’re not taking any radical turns," ' 
said retiring state Sen.

The National Weather Service reported a region of in- 
stability in the east-central mountains which allowed 
thunderstorms to flare up Saturday afternoon. 

The showers resulted in some heavy rain showers, 
small hail and gusty winds as they moved, east to north- 
east across eastern Idaho. 

The rest of southern Idaho saw mostly sunny afternoon 
skies.

WASHINGTON (AP> — 
Overlooked by looters wiio ravaged 
nearby royal tombs, a bejeweled 
king buried in an unmarked cham- 
ber carved from solid rock has been 
—discovered bcneatlrthe planrof an— 
andent Mayan city in Belize. 

An expedition led by Norman 
Hammond, professor of archaeolo- 
gy at Boston University, found the 
skeleton of the undent king scaled 
into a tomb “about the size of a 
Volkswagen bug” in the center of 
i La Milpa, once a major city of the 
Mayan empire. 

Hie site is just inside the west- , 
era Belize bottler, 15 miles east of 
the better-known Mayan city of 
‘Rio Arul in Guatemala. The exca- 
vation -of the site is being spon- 
“ sored by the National Geographic* 
Society in Washington. 

“Royal tombs in the Mayan area 
are uncommon.” said Hammond. 
“This is the first unloo(ed royal 
tomb we have from La Milpa.” 

Only bones remain of a man 
who once ruled supreme in La 
Milpa, but he was buried with 
what Hammond called “spectacu- 
lar" jewelry. 

“This guy was wearing his status 
on his chest,” said Hammond, who 
was announcing his discovery 
Sunday in a lecture at the British 
Museum iti London. 

“He was wearing a jade neck- 
lace of beautifully colored and 
matched apple green jade with 
this pendant in the form of vulture 
head hanging from it." 

The vulture head wus used by 
the Mayans as a symbol of lord- 
sliip or ruler. Hammond said that 
pottety found with the body dates 


the king's rule at about -150 A.D., 
plus or minus 40 years. This was a 
period when La Milpa was in 
decline, although the small Mayan 
city state would later rerive and 
reach new heights: 

“It's likely he was a petty king." 
said Hammond. “La Milpa was 
fading when he diett and the peo- 
ple probably did not have the 
resources or desire left to com- 
memorate itim with a temple — or 
even a marker." 

Mayans are not known to have 
practiced body preservation, so 
the king's body decayed naturally, 
leaving beiiimi only bones. 

Many Mayan kings lived past 60 
and at least one lived to' age 90. 
but this king was “died rather 
■youngrat 35 to 50, and appears nr - 
have been relatively unhealthy." 
said Hammond, because- he had 
lost every tooth in his head. 

“There was not a tooth in the 
tomb,” he said. “Whether this was 
genetic or some son of disease or 
he was an unwise eater, we don't 
know. But it is very unusual to find 
a Mayan without teeth. Often the 
teeth aro the best preserved part 
of the body." 

Hammond said the skeleton also 
bore evidence of u severe neck 
injury some time before death. 
The vertebrae healed, but the 
injury had dearly been serious. 
The king was S-foot-2, about aver- 
age height for a Mayan. 

The king was among the first of 
the Mayan royalty to be entombed 
in un elaborate fashion. The cus- 
tom stoned around 400 A.D.. but : 
didn't reach its spectacular peak 
until centuries later.

The House recently cm for- 
eign aid td $11.95 billion for the 
fiscal year beginning next- Oct. 1. 
The Senate has yet to act on that 
bill, but the foreign assistance 
budget is $12.1 billion for the 
current fiscal year. 

In a report called “Foreign 
Assistance, What's In Ii for 
Americans." the business coali- 
tion said that HO percent of the 
foreign aid budget is spent in the 
United States. 

“The livelihoods «of hundreds 
of thousands of Americans — 
farmers, truckers, assembly line 
workers, software developers — 
depend on U.S. foreign assis-' 
lance,” the report said. 

Arguing that today's foreign 
aid to developing countries 
makes them good customers 
tomorrow, the report cited the 
case of Caterpillar Inc., the 
Illinois-based firm that is the 
world's largest manufacturer of 
earth moving and construction 
equipment. 

It said the Commodity Import 
Program helps the company 
develop markets in developing 
countries. ’ 

One example cited was the 
sale of $4.8 million in sales of 
generators to Russia.

Minidoka murder case 
derails criminal justice 


The whole' truth is not yet known, 
and it may never lie. But every indi- 
cation is that criminal justice in 
. Minidoka County is about to run off 
the tracks. 

Prosecutor Gara Newman appears- 
to have rushed to a faulty conclusion 
in the Wendy Hunter murder case. 
The likely result is the worst variety 
of officially induced disaster: One or 
mo re vicious k i llers may’be.inade- 
quately punished - or may even 
milk. away. - 

The angry citizens who have de- 
manded Newman's resignation have 
much to be angry about. 

What exactly went wrong? That's 
impossible to know at 'this point, 
thanks to a gag order that has si- 
lenced Newman, defense lawyers 
and police. Unfortunately, .the few 
available details come from the du- 
bious testimony of Corey Hood, a 
convicted rapist, proven liar and ad- 
mitted murderer. 

Since his arrest a month ago,' 
Hood has been the Caruso of jail- 
house songbirds. His first story de- 
picted himself as a hapless inno- 
cent, coerced into participating in 
Hunter’s death. One of his three fel- 
low suspects appeared to be the 
bloodthirsty ringleader. 

Newman then made a deal with 
Hood: his testimony against the oth- 
er three, in exchange for reducing 
his murder charge to voluntary 
manslaughter. He agreed to a Simi- 
lar plea in the April murder of his 
own grandmother, Mae Hood. 

In hindsight, these bargains seem 
bizarre. Of the four people arrested. 
Hood was the only one with a vio- 
lent criminal history. Wouldn’t he be 
the chief suspect?' 

No one has explained why New- 
man felt the need to deal. We know 
only the opinion of a Nevada investi- 
gator who reviewed the case. Unaf- 
fected by the Idaho gag order, the 
Nevada cop said the 'prosecutor’s ev- 
• idcncc was solid, and that the plea 
bargains surprised him. 

Whatever the reason, the plea bar- 
gains benefited Hood far more than 
they aided the cause of justice. 
Once the threat of a murder charge 
was gone. Hood's story changed. He 
was the real killer, he confessed. 
Thu other-three only helped him dis- 
pose of the body and clean up the 
. mess. 


If true; this new story has left 
Newman with no one to prosecute 
for either murder. Such a result is a 
scandalous betrayal of Wendy 
. Hunter and Mae Hood. 

But who knows whether Hood's 
new story is true? The only certainty 
in' the case is this: No statement ut- 
tered try Corey Hood can be trusted. 

If Newman did trust him - and it 
app ears that she did - she w as d is- 
mally gullible. 

Newman’s .decision on Friday to 
seek help from the state attorney 
general’s office was clearly correct, 
litis case is too mudt for a relatively 
inexperienced, small-town prosecu- 
tor. Her biggest mistake was not 
calling for help sooner. 

But to be fair to Newman, remem- 
ber that only partial information has 
come out so far. Many facts arc miss- 
ing. No one has heard mudt of New- 
man's side of the story. 

Local judges bear responsibility 
for that. Concerned about pretrial 
publicity, they slapped a gag order 
on all the lawyers and police officers 
who were involved. 

They later softened the order 
somewhat, after an appeal from The 
Thnes-Sews and KMVT television. 
But even so. the order seems to have 
done more harm than good. It has 
isolated Newman from the public 
that employs her, and it has left her 
powerless to answer complaints. 

What should happen now? Here 
are our suggestions: 

, • First, the attorney general's of- 
fice should review the case carefully 
and do whatever it can to salvage 
justice. 

• Second, locjil judges should 
take whatever action they must to 
help justice be done, by delaying 
the case and its rush to conclusion. 
This is an instance where justice de- 
layed is probably justice served. 

• Third, those who 'arc calling for 
Newman’s job should wait for the 
facts. There’s surely 130 riish. now 
that the state has been called in. Be- 
sides, the election is barely four 
months away. 

• Fourth, the judges should drop 
the gag order. No one is being pro- 
tected by it, and the public’s respect 
for the criminal-justice system is Ik*- 
ing harmed. 

Let the light of day illuminate this 
tragic mess.

Idaho’s true 
culinary heritage 

To the list of nil the wonderful things 
that are Idaho’s, add fry sauce. 

You know — the blend of ketchup and 
mayonnaise that McDonald's gives you in 
a dny vacuum-sealed cup that erupts all 
over your shirt when you open it. 

Exhaustive research on my pan — and 
a cholesterol count well over 300 — have 
traced fry sauce back through the jyctic 
Circle and Red Steer restaurant chains to 
a series of drive-ins in southern and east- 
ern Idaho in the years after World War IL 

Its origins are slippery — much like the 
fries — but old-timers in the eats business 
tell me that fry sauce was a staple of 
greasy spoons such as The Coffee Cup . 
Cafe in Pocatello and Jack's Chicken Inn 


sold his first plastic bag of frozen tubers. 

Fries in those days were homemade, 
and a little, well, bland. Vinegar -an d-oil 
— the English condiment of choice — 
never really caught on among us spud- 
heads.

Ketchup was around in those days, of 
course, but it wasn’t exactly the sturdy, 
won’t-rot-in-a-millenium Heinz 57 stuff 
that you can buy in a plastic bottle today. 
Derived from chili sauce, postwar 
ketchup was thin and runny, and about 
the only thing it achieved on a plate was 
soaking the bottom of your hamburger 
bun. 

Same went for mayonnaise, an egg -rich 
sauce that often separated in the jar and 
.covered your sandwich like slice of Swiss 
cheese. 

The burger itself was still something of 
a novelty out here in the tall toolies in the 
years following VJ Day. Fries were most- 
ly served with chicken or steak, main 
dishes that lend themselves to mustard- 
or tomato-based sauces. 

Neither of which was exactly satisfacto- 
ry for fries. But being principal ingredi- 
ents of those other sauces, ketchup and 
mayonnaise sooner or later met on some- 
body’s plate under a big ol' stack of pota- 
to planks. 

Surely, one of history’s turning points. 

McDonald's now gives away fry sauce at 
many of its bazillion restaurants in North 
America, and I’m sure there are folks 
, nationwide who have pa tent edit or at least 
called dibs on the stuff over the years. 

But Idaho’s claim seems to me to* be 
persuasive, if for no other reason than 
- because ail the ingredients fur a fry-sauce - 
explosion were ail here in the postwar 
years: A billion-ton surplus of spuds and tf 
half-million yokels who were real, real 
tired of mashed potatoes. * 

You’ll find fry' sauce at fast-food eater- 
ies virtually everywhere in Idaho nowa- 
days; that’s not the case in surrounding 
states, where asking for it will cam you a 
look os if you’d coiled for calomari hold 
the onions. 

I like to think of fry sauce as Idaho’s 
salsa. 

Sure, it’s not spicy or slick, but then, 
neither are we. 

In the Gem State, you can wear a spot 
of fry' sauce around on your tie all dny 
and never draw a second look. It's the 
mark of a man you con trust, and one 
who has no truck with bean sprouts. . 

The best fry sauce is a 2-to-l blend of 
kctchup-to-Mirade Whip — stirred, not 
shaken. It won’t separate. Matter of fact, 
it won’t even come off the spoon. 

If a french fry cannot be stuck squarely 
into a blob of fry sauce and not move a 
millimeter, then it’s just not thick 
enough. . .... . 

A tine fry sauce is best enjoyed with a 
two-year-old Fanta grape, but never with 
Mountain Dew. Remember the rule: Red" 
_sauce.red pop,. 


True Idahoans know that fry sauce 
travels well, but it’s strictly one-trick 
condiment. Eating fry sauce on, say, 
nachos, smocks of pretension, or worse, 
California. 

I was sitting in the Chat .hi Chew Cafe 
in Miilad one a day a dozen years ago, 
and the feller on the next stool just up 
and slathered fry sauce right on his ham- 
burger. The waitress was so done up that 
she poured coffee in his lap. 

There’s just no place for culinary 
adventurism here in God’s own country. 
Now if you're through with that bottle of 
ketchup, pass it on over here so 1 can mix 
me up some tomato juice.

“Marathon is Strongly in favor of

In the letter, written by L.M.

region.. it noted other places have 
begun looking at deregulation. 

New Hampshire, the letter said, 
was the first state to put in retail 
competition “and many other 
states have either introduced or 
passed legislation toward this

forest. 

A first violation of taking, a snow- 
mobile into a wilderness area usu- 
ally merits a S200 citation, 
Schlenker said. 

Violations were confirmed when 
Forest Service patrol saw machines 
in the wilderness or saw tracks 
leading in, the report said. 

Patrolling the wilderness bound- 


ary cost S27.000 in 1995-96, the 
report said. 

The vast majority of snowmobil- 
ers stay out of the wilderness. The 
report said the Cooke City area 
saw more than 80,000 user days . 
last winter. The 472 incursions 
would amount to less than one- 
tenth of 1 percent of the users. 

Some snowmobilers argue that, 
riding snowmobiles over the snow- 
causes no damage. Wilderness 
advocates, however, say the noise 
and fumes of the machines have no 
place in a wilderness.

Lightning ignite s 
scores of blazes 
in west-central Utah 


EUREKA, Utah (AP) — A 
dozen lightning-sparked wildfires 
were burning in an 18,000-acre 
perimeter in west-central Utah 
Saturday, shutting down a state 
road and popular recreation 
area. 

Officials have dubbed the 
blazes the “Little Sahara 
Complex” and are fighting the 
fires in a concerted effort that 
included four aerial bombers, 
water-dropping helicopters, fire 
engines nnd 60 firefighters. 

At least four of the fires have 
burned together and it is 
expected that others will be 
absorbed as afternoon winds 
. kick up the blazes, which start- 
ed Friday, said Fishlake 
National 'Forest spokeswoman 
Sheri Ramsey. 

The fire was burning in grass, 
-piny on, juniper, sage and grease- 
wood in a sparsely populated 
desert 55 miles south of Salt Lake 
City. 

“The fires range in size from 
several hundred acres to thou- 
sands,” Ramsey said, noting 
that officials stopped tracking 
the size of individual fires when 
the blaze was declared a com- 
plex. 


“We are fighting them os a sin- 
gle incident," she said. 

• A special “Type II Overhead 
Team” of trained fire bosses, 
meteorologists and fire behavior 
specialists flew in Saturday from 
the region Great Basin 
Interagency Fire Center in Boise 
to take over management of the 
fire. 

Mapping airplanes overflew 
the complex in the morning to 
try to get a handle on the size of 
the fire, which exploded from 
several hundred acres Friday 
evening. 

“We’ve got fire essentially in 
an area that’s 15 miles long and 
four to five miles wide,” Ramsey 
said. 

The fire has forced closure of 
State Road 6 between Jericho and 
Tintifc Junction, as well as the 
popular Little Sahara National 
Recreation Area. 

The blazd had threatened a 
large ranch in the area, but out- 
buildings on the property have 
been protected through back* 
burning nnd 'bulldozed fircllnes. 
Ramsey said several hundred 
head of sheep and cattle were 
moved out of the area Friday 
night.

Pocatello woman demands 
answers to son’s hazing death 


POCATELLO (AP) — for Ruth' 
Harten, her son's drowning in the 
Colorado River in Texas more 
than a year ago isn't proverbial 
water under a bridge. It’s a sense- 
less example of the tragic conse- 
quences of college hazing. 

On April 29, 1995, Gabe Higgins! 
19, was the third University of 
Texas student in nine years to die 
under suspitions of hazing, or fra- 
r ternity initiation rituals often 
involving meaningless, difficult or 
humiliating tasks. 

A former Pocatcllaft, Higgins 
was a mechanical engineering 
- sophomore and a pledge with the 
Texas Cowboys, q university spirit 
group best known in the state for 
firing a cannon during athletic 
events. 

• Last February'. grand jury- 
decided not to indict anyone for 
criminal acts in regards to his 
death. But Harten won't let chat 
deter her from determining the 
circumstances behind it. 

Harten has filed civil lawsuits 
against 18 Texas Cowboys, charg- 
ing that hazing activities led to 
her son’s death. The University

Harmsen did not return phone.

The state of Idaho has taken no 
position on Harmscn’s request to 
FERC, but Whelan told the federal 
. agency that “the grounds stated by 
Cogeneration for the extension arc 
inaccurate." 


For starters. Cogeneration 
missed its deadlines to begin a 120- 
day consultation process with gov- 
ernmental agencies before it can 
proceed with construction, Whelan 
— saidrnoting-that the process still - 
hasn't started. 

The consultation centers on 
plans for sediment control, cre- 
ation of artificial wetlands, fish 
stocking, enhancement of fish 
habitat and other, similarly com- 
plex issues. 

Further, Whelan took issue with 
Cogeneration’s claim that the state 
Land Board “terminated" its per- 
mit to use state lands. 

“Cogeneration only held a tem- 
porary permit, which expired by 
its own terms on Dec. S, 1995,” 
Whelan told FERC 

The Land Board’s decision not to 
issue a long-term submerged lands 
easement was a proprietary action, 
not a regulatory one, he said. 

“Like any other land owner, the 
state has the right to determine 
whether it will willingly convey an 
interest in its property,” Whelan . 
said. "Contrary to Cogeneration’s 
claim, the board’s proprietary deci- 
sion in no way usurps (FERC's)'. 
authority."

But what really impressed the kids was 
the fact that so many people fought their 
ways through bumper-to-bumper road 
.construction to ask if we needed them to 
call for help. The kids started to count — 
they got up to ’ll drivers’ and three police- 
men before the tow truck arrived. 

Often, as we are bombarded with news 
of murder and mayhem, we tend to stop 
believing in the goodness of people. Then 
something happens to make us question 
our cynicism. 

Four years ago, .when Hurricane An- 
drew flattened part of Florida, a priest 
was quoted as urging his congregation not 
to ask, “Why do bad things happen to 
good people?” But rather, “What do good 
people do when bad things happen?" 

During those dark days, history recorded 
that people of all races and backgrounds 
broke down their barriers to help each othbr. 

And a recent study reported that, if all the 
people who do volunteer work in the United 
States were paid for their services, the com- 
bined annual salary would top $10 billion. 

My husband has always believed in the 
basic goodness of people. Sometimes, es- 
pecially when I've been wronged by peo- 
ple, I find myself believing in their basic 
badness. My husband is surprised when 
“good people” do bad things. I'm sur- 
prised when “bad people” do good things. 

We're both probably right. 

I would guess that some of’ the people 
who stopped to help us on that Utah road 
were the same people; who went back to 
’ the office on Monday and started gossip 
about their co-workers. 

Each of us has more than one side. 

I’ll never forget the day when- my 
daughter was 6 and she was playing pa- 
per-doll family with a friend- 

“OK," I heard my child say, “which kid 
is going to be bad first?" 

And Christian author Chuck S win doll 
once told about a hotel on a lake having a 
terrible rime with people fishing off tiwfbal- 
conics (the waves were blowing the poles 
against the $l,000-a-pane windows). Some- 
one finally suggested taking the “Do not 
fish from balconies" signs out of the rooms, 
and there was never a problem again. 

Human beings are notorious for doing 
what’s wrong - at least on occasion. Or, as 
the old story goes, “Lord, I don’t think I’m 
a hit-andrun driver, but I've never actual; 
ly been in that situation, so how can I be 
sure? I don’t think I could ever steak but 
my children have never gone hungry - 
and there have been times when I didn't 
think rationally " 

I have a friend whose cousin was an alco- 
holic, in trouble all his life. The man talked 
nbout his Army days as his glory' days, and 
he would bring home his Army buddies. 
My friend found her cousin’s Army dis- 
charge papers after his death. He had 
served for one day - and she still doesn’t 
-know where he got all. those J^Army bud- 
dies” or where he was all those years.

Martial-arts training gives

TWIN FALLS - One of Shepherd 
Reale’s martial arts students was at- 
tacked at college by three guys with 
pipes. The student disarmed all tltree at- ' 
tackers and never took a hit. 

Every day. Reale teaches school-age 
kids in Jerome and Twin Falls what they, 
need to know to defend themselves in a 
world racked with crime and violence. 
He is one among several martial arts in- 
structors in southern Idaho who take 
their task very seriously. 

“I think all kids heed tliis,” said Reale, 
who’s been on the job for 20 years. “I 
teach them original martial arts, self-de- 
fense and knife, gun and club disarming.” 

Eric Jones, a counselor at Preferred 
Child and Family Services in Twin Falls, 
said every child needs the skills of disci; 
pline and respect for .authority, skills 
that good martial arts schools encourage. 
He added that both lie and his children 
have been involved in martial arts'dass- 
es, with good, results. 

But he did offer a-warning. 

“Parents need to be very careful and'-, 
involved in the selection process of the 
instructor and the program," he advised. 
“Some programs would encourage more 
aggressive skills.” 

Dr. Ron Miller, a physician at Twin 
Falls Pediatrics Center, said he lias rarely 
seen injuries from martial arts, though he 
believes the chance of getting hurt would 
depend on what the students are being 
taught and how well they are protected. 

"Sometimes they do sparring and 
should be well protected with gloves and 
pads on their feet," he said. - 

The idea is that the true martial arts , 
student knows when and how to employ 
the techniques he or she hasmastered in , 
a safe and responsible fashion. , 

Rcalc is affiliated with International •

Licking dehydration 

Doctors can get more fluid into - 
dehydrated children if they use 
spedal frozen pops instead of the 
regular nutrient-rich liquids often 
given at hospitals.

She recently returned from 
China. She's been to Poland and 
Spain. But she's not the typical 
tourist with a camera, viewing, life 
at a distance. 

Shirley Shaver, 72. lives among 
the people and uses her skills as a 
former schoolteacher to conduct 
classes in English as a second lan- 
guage. Her three-week visits 
abroad nurture the idealist in her. 
“I want to keep learning about 
other cultures," she says, “but I 
also want to give something back." 

That's the appeal of Global 
Volunteers, a private,, nonprofit 
organization not subsidized by a 
government or religions agency. 

. The organization sends 90 teams of 
volunteers 10 Africa, Asia, Eurnj>c 
and the Americas. 

Last year, nearly 70 percent of 
the volunteers were older than 50, 
with the largest group lietween 60 
ami 70. This is n o surpris e to 
founder Burnham Philbrdok, an 
_ attorney. and former Minnesota 
state legislator. 

"Older volunteers^! re typically 
patient with the slower pace of life 
in our host communities,'’ 
Philhrook says. “Also, many cul- 
tures outside our country highly

respect their elders and appreciate 
older team members." 

Shaver agrees. “In -Xi’an, we 
were greeted with flowers, a 
parade, television cameras and 
tours in one of China's oldest 
cities. We saw the famed army of 
terra cotta warriors, one of the 
world's greatest archaeological 
treasures, 

“We stayed in a nice hotel with 
all the amenities and Chinese 
meals. We visited private homes 
am£bttrc treated to a dance pro- 
gram and a visit with a popular 
Chinese writer. Our hosts were 
amazed that older people, who 
could be retired and jesting, wnild. 
come there to teach.” 

. -In Poland,, lusr-grbup Jived, on .a. 
country estate; in Spain, in a beach 
house. Some accommodations are 
more Spartan. Tasks vary. 
Teaching English came naturally 
to Shaver, who formerly taught 
fourth and fifth grades in' 


Huntington Beach, Calif., where- 
she lives. Others might help pre- 
serve the rain forest in Costa Rica, 
build houses in snitth Texas or give 
a helping hand to whatever project 
is under way, no experience need- 
ed. 

Volunteers provide their own 
transportation. They also pay for 
their food, lodging and other 
expenses; costs range from $350 
for one week in the United States 
to 51.995 for three weeks in some , 
Asian countries. All service- pro- 
gram expenses, including air fare, 
are tax-deductible. 

Shaver offers the perfect theme 
song. She played her portable key- 
board in Xi'an and taught her 
Chinese pupils the words in 
English to the song from an 
American musical: “Getting to 
Know You."

On-line services will survive cyberspace industry

The on-line services were supposed to 
be halfway to their cyberspace graves 
by now. 

By this summer, they were going to be 
attacked on all sides. AT&TCorp., MCI 
Corp., all the Baby Bells — including 
Ameritech Corp. — and major cable 
companies such as Time \ Vainer Cable, 
were all going to trot out Internet access 
and render on-line offerings from 
America Online, CompuServe, Prodigy 
and Microsoft basically obsolete. 

These Corporate giants have the kind 
of massive infrastructure — phone or 
cable lines — in plp.ee that the online 
scivices can only envy. They also have 
enormous customer bases. 

For example, if AT&T convinces one 


out of every 10 of its customers to use its 
WoddNet service fpr Internet access, it 
would have 8 million members, making 
it 25 percent larger than America 
Online, the world’s largest on-line ser- 
vice. And AT&T wouldn’t even have to 
send out ony.of those little freebie disks 
to do it. X: _ — 

Funny thing happened oh the way to 
the funeral, though.

“Everyone’ is scrambling now to repo- 
sition themselves," said John C. 
McCarthy,. director of research at 
Forrester Research Inc., based in 
Cambridge, Mass.

McCarthy said that until the Internet 
becomes easy for everyone to use, the 
on-line sen-ices will survive. 

"It is much busier to get Connected to 
AOL," McCarthy said. “Until someone 
slays the beast that makes it difficult to 
get on and move around, AOL will have 
a place.” 

In the face of this new competition, 
-America Online plans to stick to its pro- 
prietary network and continue to 
enhance its technology. AOL’s latest 
incarnation, AOL 3.0; will be available 
later this month. 

However, Bill Gates, chairman and 
chief executive officer of Microsoft 
Corp-, said the new competition is obvi- 
ously changing on-line services’ strute- 


Prcviously, on-line services were built 
around their own software and its speci- 
fications, which did not match anyone 
elso’s. That way, you had to have AOL 
software to access AOL, or CompuServe 
software to access CompuServe.

“An on-line service is not as black and 
while as it used to be,” Gates Said. 

Gates' Microsoft Network is moving to 
on open standard, meaning that special 
Software soon will not be necessary to 
access the network. Just a generic 
World Wide Web browser will do.

Herewith, advice from four vet- 
eran investment pros who daily 
face new clients with fear in their 
eyes and money burning holes in 
their pockets: . 

• Sheldon Jacobs, editor. No- 
Load Fund Investor newsletter, 
Irvington-on -Hud son, N.V. ■ 
Everybody's got a good reason for 
being hesitant about plunging into 
stocks at their current ncar-record 
heights. But here’s what Jacobs 
tells new clients with wads of cash: 
.•'We're going to immediately put 
SO percent of the money into the 
market, and the other 50 percent 
will be invested over the next three 
to four weeks.” 

Dollar cost averaging — invest- 
ing a large sum of money in small 
increments over a year or lunger— 
Is “a mistake.” Jacobs argues, 
though he admits his is a controver- 
sial stance. “If you’re. concerned 
’about how high the market is, you 

• should go in (via) more conserva- 
tive stock* funds,” he says. But for 
"truly long-term investors, the point 

• is to get in before more time gets 
away from you, he says. “You’re 
.. . better off.establishing your risk 
level and being there.” 

Jacobs’ favorite conservative 
stock funds include T. Rowe Price 
Equity Income, (800) 638-5660, 
Invcsco Balanced, (800) 525-8085, • 
Janus Growth & Income, (800) 525- 
8983, and Baron Growth & Income, 
(800) 992-27,66. 

For more aggressive investors 
who can handle greater volatility 
for a potentially higher return, 
-Jacobs uses funds such as Stein Roe 
— Capitni-Opponunitv.JSOO) 338-2550, 
and 1’BHC Growth. (800) 342-5734. 

Obviously, many investors would 

• want to liave money in both conserva- 
tive and aggressive funds, with the 
mix depending on your risk tolerance. 

What about bonds, especially for 

• older, 'more risk-nvcrSe investors? 

.. Jacobs isn’t convinced that 

bonds, as volatile as they have been 
’ in recent years, are the |K-st buffer 
against a stock market decline: 
Rather than the traditional 60/40 
stock/bond portfolio mix for very 
conservative investors, Jacobs says 
75 percent' stocks/25 percent cash 
(money market accounts) may 
make more sense. “ The cash is your 
risk reducer.” he says. 

• Robert Markman. Markman 
Capital Management, Minneapolis. 

, Markman. like Jacobs, creates 
stock fund portfolios for clients. 
And like Jacobs, he advises that 
people make a decision about what 
. they want to own and just do it. 

Risks, Markman notes, tire ever 
present. You can tell yourself there 
will be a better time to buy, but 
when tiiat tittle comes you may still 
talk yourself out of it.

Woodford, a customer access program 
manager at Columbia Gas, and her hus- 
band, William, 44, also anticipate a big bill 
down the road: paying for their son’s col- 
lege education. 

Working with a financial planner, she 
said, can help "make sure I’m making the 
right investments." 

A key reason to hire a planner, Wood- 
ford said, is to tap into that expert’s invest- 
ment knowledge base “From just a regu- 
lar person’s point of view, this is not my 
expertise, so .you seek someone who 


knows the market," she said. 

Like any trusted family consultant — 
• accountant, lawyer or doctor — choosing 
die right planner is crucial. 

Here are some points you'll want to con- 
sider. 

• First off, be aware that this is a large- 
ly unregulated field. 

Unlike a certified public accountant 
who must pass a nationally administered 
exam to be able to use the CPA designa- 
- rion, there is no one regulatory' body over- 
seeing all financial planners. 


That means the qualifications of finan- 
cial planners are all over the map. 

“It is extremely confusing." said 
Margery Wasserman, executive director of 
the National Association of Personal Fi- 
nancial Advisers (NAPFA) for fee-only 
planners. 

As a starting point, you might qheck to 
see whether a planner is a member bf one 
of three national organizations: the Insri- 
.tute of Certified Financial Planners, the 
International Association for Financial 
'Planning and NAPFA.

• Know how your planner is paid» Some 
planners are affiliated with insurance 
companies and brokerages and are paid 
by the commission they make when they 
sign' you up for a policy or investment.' 

Also you need to know if they arc only 
selling proprietary products (from the 
firm they represent) or if they sell a vari- 
ety of products from many companies. 

Other planners, such as those affiliated 
with NAPFA work on a feeonly basis that 
is thev do not receive commissions other 
than' client fees, for their recommenda- 
tions 

• Ask to see their ADV, Part Two. If a 
planner is a registered investment advis- 
er, where they make specific investment 
recommendations, they must be regis- 
tered with the SEC and file this form. It 
will tell you about’ their experience, in- 
vestment strategies any conflicts of inter- 
est and a fee structure, .Hayhoe said 

If they do not have to file an ADV, ask 
for that information anyway. “Anyone 
who is not up front about themselves you 
don't want to work with them," Hayhoe 
warned. 

• Forty-six states require planners who 
proride investment advice to be licensed, 
said Scott Peterson, spokesman for the. 
North American Securities Administrators 
Association, Inc. (The exceptions are Iowa, 
Colorado, Wyoming and Ohio.)

But 
seven months later, Eye-Dye's customer 
filed for Chapter 11 bankruptcy pro; 
tection. leaving Bizzell and Martin 
$50,000 in the hole temporarily. The 
experience drove home "the importance 


“waited tables in I don’t know how 
many places," he recalls. 

“One day,” Francoeur says, “it oc- 
curred to me that the one constant in my 
life was fitness. I was always either train- 
ing (he was a pole vaultcr and a wrestler 
in high school} or training someone 
else."

Con- 
ceptual MindWorks* annual revenues 
grew to S 1 3 million last year. The firm 
has devised software that detects flaws 
in aircraft electronics and a program 
that helps to more accurately forecast 
inventory requirements for jet engine 
parts. The same system. Mendoza says, 
can be adapted to help “the comer gro- 
cer keep his shelves stocked."

T he UN has heard from 3890 Americans who 
said they were embarrassed by Uncle Sam$ 
$1.6 billion in unpaid duet. The $23,762 
they mailed in will hardly make a dent, but if 
each of us gave $ 4.40, the debt would be paid 
off. One woman in Salt Lake City sent $1320, 
explaining: “A great many Americans feel 
that it is indeed one world and art ashamed 
of the U.S. for reneging on its debts . " 

The United Nations is stretched to its limit 
because of $2.8 billion in unpaid dues. The 
US. is by far the biggest deadbeat among the 
185 members. Congress has refused to pay our 
- -share — 25*& of-tht regular UN-budgeLand- 




31. 7% of the peacekeeping budget — until the 
UN controls waste, mismanagement and fraud. 

Since internal auditors have made inroads 
in trimming its bureaucracy and holding the 
UN to a zero-growth budget. Uncle Sam has 
promised to pay $663 million by year ’s end. 
“This makes usa lot more comfortable, ” says 
Sylvana Fod, who works in the office of UN 
Secretary-General Boutros Boutros-Ghali 

Because of tight funds, the secretary-general 
has asked (he 185 members to suggest projects 
that could be cut or postponed. The UN needs 
$120 million for crucial programs in Rwanda, 
Guatemala, Haiti, Afghanistan and Somalia.
